The agreement was first suggested 


by President Taft nnd met the heaity 
approval of the Canadian government.

Commissioners appointed 
by tbe 


Cauadinn government and by repre- 
sentatives o! the State Department for 
the United States. 


What la the chief argument In favor 


of the bill? 


That it will increase trade between 


Canada and the United States, and so 
will be equivalent, to a degiee, to 
adding good trade territory to this 
country. 
Canada already Is the third 


best customer of tho United States. 
Only Great Uritlan and Germany buy 
more goods from America than Can- 
ada does. 


What are some 
of the principal 


products placed on the free list? 


Agricultural products of all kinds 


are the principal items on ihe free list. 
Cattle, noises, hogs, sheep and live 
animals of all kinds, wheat, hay, 
corn, oats, dairy products and fruit. 


What percentage of articles upon 


which a duty is now exacted- are 
placed UIKIII the tree list? 


Imports into the United States, 


18.40 per oent. Exports Into Canada 
from the United States, 16.51 per cent, 


What percentage of tbe articles now 


dutiable under the Payne TarUI Law 
are subject to lower rates?

Does the Reciprocity Bill reduce the 


duty on lumber from Canada?

Cutlery is reduced from40 percent, 


to 27 1-2 per cent. ; sweetened biscuit, 
from 50 to 25 pel cent. ; confectionery, 
from 60 to 82 1-2 pel oent. ; iron ore, 
from 15 to 10 cents a ton ; wheat flour, 
fiom 25 per cent, ad valorem to 5( 
cents a barrel, or about, 10 pur cent, ad 
valorem; various agricultural imple- 
ments, from 45 to 20 per cent. ; cream 
separators, galvanized and barbed 
wire, free. There is a general reduc 
tion on secondary food products, in- 
cluding fish, fiesh nnd canned meats.

against the bill? 


Chiefly that it will lower tbe price 


of farm products. But it is only In 
very exceptional years that prices are 
higher in the United States than In 
Canada. Ordinarily the addition oi 
tbe Canadian supply would not affect 
prices In the United States. 


What specific advantages will the 


lurmers receive? 


l-'list, they will receive the genera] 


advantage that will accrue lothe en- 
tire .country through the expansion 
of Canadian trade. 
But they will re- 


jeive numerous benefits In addition. 
They have been selling three-quar 
ters of a million dollars' 
worth o 


clover and timothy seed a year in 
Canada in spite of a duty of 10 per 
cent. Under the agieement garden 
and Held seeds go on the 
free list 


thus Increasing the market 
Potatoes 


and other fresh vegetables are to go 
free into Canada, whereas they now j 
pay one-quarter of a million dollars 
duly every year. Canned and dried 
fruits, of which Canada bas been buy- 
ing a half million dollars' worth a 
year with a duty of about 15 per 
cent., will be duty free. Canada has 
Imposed a duty of 25 per cent, on 
horses. The remission of this ought 
to extend the American horse market 
materially. The same condition has 
existed with regard to sheep. The Do- 
minion government is trying to in- 
crease the number of sheep, and reci- 
procity would open an 
important 


market to Americans. Canada has 
been importing three-quarters 
of a 


million dozen eggs with a duty of 
five cents a dozen. The removal of 
tj.ls duty with the duty on dairy 
,..6ducts will stimulate trade. The 
effects of these reductions will be felt 
first along tbe border, but will grad- 
ually be distributed throughout tbe

It was suggested by President Tafl, 


but a majority of the Republicans in 
the Senate opposed it. The Republi- 
cans in the House were .about equally 
divided on the bill while the Derno- 
cratssupported it almost unanimously. 
It could not ha«e passed except for 
the support of the .Democrats. 


Has Canada adopted the bill? 
It has not. The campaign Jfor Us 


adoption is now in progress. 


Is there opposition to it there? f -^ 
There is opposition, but It is* be- 


lieved that It will be adopted. 


If Canada rejects the agreement will 


it be binding upon the United States 
pltcr it has ueen enacted Into law by 
Congress? 
It will not. The law expressly pro- 


vides that it shall take effect when 
Canada adopts the same measure.

A meeting wus held on Mon- 
day night at the summer home of A. 
L. Mulherren, Esq., a member of 
the Philadelphia bai, who lives near 
Da'nboro and still nearer the worst 
piece of the turnpike. About fitly 
citizens of the vicinity were present 
and all of them were thoroughly in 
earnest, ready and willing to con- 
tnbute time and money to remedy the 
•ery dangerous conditions 
thaC exist, 


Two steps were decided upon. A 


committee of three, consisting of Wil- 
liam W. Hall, Albert H. Fell and 
Julius Long, was appointed to confer 
with District Attorney William C. 
Eyau to learn what has been done 
and what piobably will be done by 
the court as the result of the leports 
made at every court for over a year by 
Constable Cecil Haldeman regarding
